Nor so very long ago the question of 
delimiting European reseryations was pub- 
licly discussed in Hongkong, with tho.

death-rate can Le very much further, re- 
duced by improvement in the cunditions 
under which the bulk of the population are 
housed.’ With Yezard to the infantile 
mortality, Dr Clark says, —

to the degree of prosperity of the mss of 
the population, and that when the rice 
crops ure bad and the pinch of poverty is 
folt, it ia the infants who must be the first 
to go. If we can apply this principlé to 
this Colony it sugycsts that its general pro- 
sperity Movs, not by any means imply the 
prosperity of the masacs, but that on the 
contrary high wagesnre apt to prove a most 
inadequate compensativa for high rentals 
and dear food.’ 

Dr Clark algo deats with the number of 
deaths from malarid fevers in the Colony, 
the total number of deaths among tho 
Chineso from this cause, during the past 
year being 887, as compared with 635 
during the previous year, and 506 during 


+} 1898. Amongst other precautions for the 


prevention of the spread of malaria to the 
European population, he advocates that 
European houses should _be distant some 
400 to 500 yards at least from native 
dwellings, and proceeds':— i 


‘Ina rocent Report to the Royal So- 
ciety, Dra Stephens and Christophers, who 
are working ut this subject in Lagos, say 
that ‘to stamp out notivemalaria is at pre- 
sent chimorical, und every effort should 
rather bo turned to the protection of Euro- 
peans,” and I certainly think that the 
same principle holds good in this Co- 
Jony. Thé Colony has recently acquired 
a very extensive addition to its terri- 
tory, and every effort should ho made 
to secure and maintain an extensive Euro- 
pean reservation in this new territory be- 
fore the land becomes too valuable for the 
Government to be abla to resumg from the 
native holders. ‘This reservation should be 
surrounded by a zone of neutral ground, at 
least a quarter of a mile wide, on which 
neither European nor native dwellings 
should be allowed, but which should Le uti- 
lized by the Government for the cultivation 


ground, There is rio objection to a small 
number of persona! servants residing with-. 
in the reservation area, but in no case 
should any native families be allowed, as it 
is the native children, and especially thoss 
under the ago of ten years, who. are the 
principal source of infection in Malaria. “In 
view of the very considerable number of 
deaths from Malarial Fever among tho 
Troops, it wou'd appear to be especially 
important that all Barracks should be isu- 
lated in this manuer from the nalive popu- 
lation,’

FREE FIGHTS AT NAGASAKI. 


British Bluejacket Killed. 
The grog-shops with which, as visitors 
only __too well, Nagasaki 
abounds, are responsible for constant fights 
between sailors on leave. Phe Nagasaki

‘Lt is rather tirosome to have to report so 
frequently the vccurrence of fights among 
foreign mnen-of-war's men during their visits 
to this port.

His injuries were 
attended to, but his condition wasconsider- 
ed so precarious that a sentry was statioued 
during the night to watch thu men. Tt 
transpired that the latter had been set upon 
by a body of French sailors whilst drinking 
alone in one of the saloons on creek-side. 
Another disgraceful. fracas occuried last 
night. Ibis reported that two Britishers 
wero almost stabbed todenth.

Their eeclo- 
niastion) standpoint ix very different from 
that of the Protestant Missionary, and duc 
allowance mast bu niada for this, They 
have suffered equally with the Protestant, 
And wo may be thankfal that bolh Protestent 
and Catholic, both Missionary and Convert, 
have alike net shrank from death, rather 
than do dishonour to thoir faith—a fnith 
and devotion worthy of the best ages and 
the best traditions of Christianity.
